ARRANGING FOR 


'A meeting of the dairymen of the 
district was held at Red Deer on Fri: 
day to consult with Mr. Marker, dairy 
commissioner, as to the plans neces- 
sary for putting into effect the new 
cream: grading policy of the depart- 
ment, There was a good attendance, 
and it was decided that creameries 
producing over 100,000 Ibs of butter in 
the season should have “a regular 

grader. of the cream, this grader to 
be changed every week. This service 
will, require a corps of fifty men, who 
will be paid by an-assessment on the 
butterinakers. “When the butter ‘fs 
made, a sample has to be sent to Cal-; 
gary to be tested, and that day’s make 
is graded in accordance with the sam- 
ple forwarded; this hag been in effect 
for several years, and the creameries 
are charged 1-10 cent per pound for 
this butter grading. at Calgary. The 
new system provides also for the 
grading of the cream at the factory 
by experienced and independent men 
who will give their whole time to this 
work. The producers of cream at 
any centre may have a receiving and 
collecting station and agent if they 
choose, but the former cream station 
where cream was. received, 
and paid for, has been done away 
with; all the cream will be graded at 
the creamery by the government grad- 
ers. Mr. Marker is satisfied that this 
new plan will greatly increase the 
quality of Alberta butter, while work- 
ing no hardship on the farmer, who 
will be better satisfied in the long 
run with a better market and better 
prices.—-Red Deer Advocate.

The gathering 
was one of the largest which has at- 
tended such a convention, It includ- 
ed teachers, inspectors and lay men 
who are interested in education In the 
province. Premiey Greenfield, who 
was to have addressed the convention 
was unable to attend and Miss Mary 
Crawfowl, of Edmonton, expressed re- 
grot that his absence in the east made 
his attendance impossible, 

The teacher who has the ability

by Hon. Perrin Baker, minister of 
education for the province, In the 
rural districts the teachers should 
attempt {0 counteract the feeling of 
discontent aiong thé children, and 
teach them that there was ample op- 
portunity for them to be useful citi 
zens in the country, he said.

For immigration 
there are two great needs, agricultur- 
ists and house workers. While there 
is much unemployment, it is chiefly 
among the city workers, who decline 
to engage in agricultural work. An- 
other question is how to keep our 
population once it came here, as the 
census figures showed that during 
the past ten yars of prosperity Can- 
ada's populaion had not increased as 
it should, showing that many people 
had gone across to the United States. 

To relieve conditions, the govern- 
ment would first have to try to get 
people out of the cities to the land, 
and prevent the abandoning of farms, 
especially in the eastern provinces. 
The government has been criticized 
in the old land for the hand picking 
of its immigrants. They would be 
glad to get ag many of these settlers 
as, the country could accommodate, 
but at present agricultural and house- 
hold workers are the only ones need- 
ed, as the dominion does not want 
other workers to swell the volume of 
unemployment. 

It was the minister's hope to inau- 
gurate a policy that would bring peo- 
ple from Great Britain and Scandinay- 
jan countries primarily for ag¥iculture 
with the hope that. as opportunity 
arose they would be able to open wide 
the doors for settlers. In the west, 
he understood there would be a great 
influx during the coming season of 
American farmers, who had suffered 
even more than Canada from war in- 
flation and) subsequent deflation, 

Mr, Stewart also dealt briefly with 
the Oriental question, taking the 
view that British Columbia should be 
a white man’s province.

PROSPECT WHEAT 
PRICE ADVANCES 
SAID TO BE GOOD 


The price of wheat continues high 


and seems more likely to advance 


than to decline. At that, however, 


there is not a great deal in the situa- 
tion to interest farmers. Very little 
wheat was in farmers hands when the 
advance came; how the market may 
act when one hag no wheat fs not a 
matter of consuming interest, except 
in this particular: the price of wheat 
next fall is being determined to some 
extent by what is happening now 
or will happen between now and the 
harvesting of the United States win- 
fer wheat crop, 


~ The first point about the receit rise 
in wheat prices was that it was due 
to wheat scarcity and to nothing else. 
Early in January it became clear that 
if the world was to scape through 
on the supply of fheat in sight, the 
winter wheat crop of the States 
would have to come through in the 
best possible shape. If anything hap- 
pened or threatened to happen the 
winter crop there was a strong chance 
that the supply of wheat would not 
he sufficient to meet requirements, 
Something did seriously threaten the 
winter wheat crop and the market 
acted exactly as one would expect it 
to act, It went up strong and fast, 
At this writing it looks as if the price 
of wheat would remain on a higher 


level for some time, a level that in ally ° 


probability will hold until the crop 
to be sown thts season is ready to 
market. We are of the opinion that 
wheat prices will rule strong and 
high the remainder of this season and 
will carry well into the new cereal 
year. There is nothing at present to 
suggest a decline. The same holds 
for oats and other. grains with the 
exception of flax. Flax is in extra 
strong position, We see no reason why 
it should weaken for a considerable 
time, at least until such time as the} 
supply gjtuation reverses {tself.—Nor’

14th day of the first month, that .is, 
the lunar month of which the lunar 
day either falls on or néxt follows 
the day. of the vernal equinox, But 
most of the Christian churches, at- 
taching greatest importance to the day 
of Christ's resurrection, held to Has- 
ter being celebrated on the Sunday 
which followed the 14th day of the 
moon of March, the day on. which 


Christ’ suffered. -This question was 


the: cause of a ‘serious difference in 
the church‘as early,as the second cen- 
tury, and wa not finally’ settled until 


‘the council of Nice in.325. The rule 


was then adopted which makes Has- 


ter day—to be the first Sunday after | 


the full moon which happens on or 
after March 21st; and if the full moon 
happens on a Sunday Easter is the 
Sunday after, .By this arrangement. 
Easter may come as early as March 
22, or as late as April 25th, This 
sacred ‘festival is celebrated in every 
part of the Christian world with great 
solemnity and devotion, and general- 
ly also with proper sports and 
servances. Among the best known of 
the latter is the custom of making 
presents of colored eggs, called pasch 
or pace eggs. This custom originat- 


ed from the German legend of a white 


hare stealing into the house on Eas- 
fer eve and, secreting a number of 
beautifully colored eggs in odd cor- 
ners for good little children. In Am- 
erica, where the hare is practically 
unknown, the custom has been trans- 
ferred to the rabbit, {ts near relation, 
Hence, the colored Easter eggs are 
popularly referred to as “rabbit's 
eggs.”

Easter is the wonder time in the 
year's calendar. Other times and 
seasons have their peculiar marks, 
their mysteries and marvels, but this 
Easter season excels them all in its 
wonderful. significance and suggestiv- 
ness, It is the time of miracle, to 
which and from which all other sea- 
sonal wonders throughout the year 
proceed in orderly succession.

PROPOSED CANADIAN 


-'WHEAT BOARD 


The following is a part of the mem- 
orandum regarding the proposed Can- 
adian Wheat Board issued by the 
Canadian National ‘Millers’ associa- 
tion: ° 
While realizing the necessity, of the 
heat producer and allied interests 
working in harmony and assisting one 
another to the mutual advantage of 
each, there are, however, many points 
of national importance to be consid- 
ered with respect to ‘the re-establish- 
ment of the Canadian wheat board, as 
requested by the council of agricul- 
ture, Before any ‘action is taken hy 
the government the following facts 
should be serivusly considered. 

According to the order in council 
establishing the Canadian “wheat 
board in 1919, it provided that any 
wheat deljvered to elevators or mills 
loaded over the platform into cars, 
etc, immediately became the posses- 
sion of the board who made an initial 
advance per bushel for the wheat and 
gave the producer a ‘certificate, cer- 
tifying that he had delivered so many 
bushels to the board and would be en- 
titled to his share of the total profits 
made by the board in disposing of the 
crop. His share was based jon the 
number. of bushels his certificate 
showed and before receiving payment 
must surrender this certificate for 
cancellation by the board, These cer- 
tificates were transferable. 

The board was also instructed to 
dispose of the crop at the best price 
obtainable ‘both in the domestic o1 
export market. They were also given 
control of flour and mill feed prices 
or the price at which the miller could 
sell to the bake? his flour and mill 
feeds, They had no control over the 
bakers’ bread prices. 

During the time of office of this 
board all trading on futures on 
wheat was prohibited in Canada, The 
board fixed’ a price to the domestic 
consumer which was changed only 
three times during the year and the 
exportable price governed by supply 
and demand, 

If this board is reinstated the, far-|. 
‘per or producer of wheat will be com- 
pelled to market his wheat. through 
the board whether he likes: it or not. 
Today he can sell his wheat to whom 
‘he likes, when he likes, and in what 
manner he sees fit., He can sell di- 
rect to the country elevator. at his 
point or store his wheat in the eleva- 
, tor to be shipped to any market to be 
sold. He can load his own grain into 
a car over the platform’and ship it-or 
sell the car to anyone he pleases, He 
can use his own good judgment when 
to sell in order to obtain the, best 
;price, What about the farmer in Eas-; 
tern Canada? Is he not to be con- 
sulted? Is the farmer who has the 
more expensive equipment prepared 
, to allow his good pudgment to go by 
{the board in order to subsidize the 
grower with. cheaper lands and no 
equipment to speak of? 

‘If the board controls flour prices 
will the mills be allowed to manufac: 
ture the many grades of flour now be- 
ing place on the market? Each qual- 
ity of flour is produced to suit its 
buyer's needs. It: would be impossible 
to put any price on these many differ: 
ent varieties and the board would be 
forced to order the mills to make one 
grade only. No one grade ‘of flour 
can meet the demand of the public 
except as a war measure. 

Again, will the board permit the ex- 
portation of the various grades of 
flour that are necessary to meet the 
demands of the sixty different ‘coun- 
tries to which Canada is today export- 
ing? How can they? The result of 
the mills being allowed to mill only 
jone grade of flour would mean a de- 
crease in export business.

It ‘must also be remembered that, 
mill feeds enter into. direct competl- 
tion with all classes, of cattle feeds. 
With a set price on bran, shorts and 
middlings what chances have either 
the ‘millers or:the consumer of these 
feeds have against a feed made from 
coarse grain or the competition of im- 
ported feed corn from the United 
States, unless these feeds were also 
controlled by the board? These feeds 
will fluctuate as market conditions 
warrant while the consumer who has 
to use millfeeds may~ be paying at 
times a fictitious price altogether out 
of line with competitive market condi- 
tions. Assuming this to be true the 
direct result would be disastrous to 
livestock and dairy interests in the 
export trade, 

If proposed wheat board controls 
flour prices, they must control the 
price of millfeeds. What board can 
state or decide what the relative value 
of any one of these products and by- 
products of wheat should be sold at? 
If mill feed were sold on the market 
value of wheat they would be around 
$45.00 per ton at Fort William | in- 
stead of $20.00 as is quoted at present, 

Sales of flour for export or to ba- 
kers, are not made in the greater ma- 
jority’ of cases for immediate ship- 
ment, Contracts are made for ship- 
ment for, months ahead. How is the 
miller to make sure that he is going 
to be able to buy hig wheat at a fu- 
ture date in order to cover his flour 
contracts at a price which will enable 
him to fulfill the same without loss? 
He cannot buy his year's supply- at 
once. i i 

He must have some means of being 
able to purchase his supplies in ad- 
vance. Hence, the option market. As 
soon as a miller accepts an order for 
export flour he immediately protects 
himself by buying his. wheat either 
for immediate or deferred shipment, 
depending on when he needs this 
wheat to cover his flour sales. Will the 
board be willing to contract at pre- 
yailing world, prices for future deliv- 
ery? /The last. board did not and \the 
export flour. trade. was -a\ hand to 
mouth -nffair with the disastrous’ re- 
sult already shown. -It must be re- 
membered that the millers in the Un- 
ited States and other countries will

- If by any chance the set price of 
flour in Canada would be too high, is 
the consuming public going to be al- 
lowed to import a cheaper flour from 
some other, country? Can the Board 
regulate its prices every day to meet 
the fluctuation of the world's markets 
particularly those of the United Sta- 
tes? How could this be done unless 
the board undertook to sell every bag 
of flour or. feeds manufactured, or in 
short, take over the milling industry 
of Canada, an industry with 1200 dif- 
ferent mills, with a capitalization of 
$80,000,000 and an annual turnover of 
$250,000,000 in grain products alone? 
Why should the government fix on 
any one of the necessities of life for 
special treatment? The market for 
coarse grains, cattle and dairy pro- 
ducts have all seen drastic declines 
in the past year, The maritime pro- 
vinces depend to a great extent on 
their potato crop.

The 
machinery is there already equipped to 
handle the crop, Farmers, who feel 
that they are not being dealt with 
fairly could use their own organization 
while thé. remainder could market 
their wheat in any way they saw fit. 


During the term of the late wheat 
board, nearly every importing country 
was buying Its bread supplies through 
some form of a government agency. 
These nations have learned their les- 
son regarding government control and 
with the exception of Australia and} 
Greece, the international trade in 
wheat and flour is being handled 
through regular trade channels at the 
present time. The old board made 
the bulk of thelr sales through these 
government boards where large quan- 
tities were purchased at a time. The 
board of today will have to dispose of 
the crop to many individual traders, 
whose chief interest is to make their 
purchases in the best possible mar:

That splendid British regiment, the 
Scots Guards, as they are known to- 
day, looks back to the merry monareh, 
Charles [., a3 tho ehief author of 
its regimental being. In 1649 King 
Charlos authorized the Marquis of 
Argyle to raise a regiment of 1,500 men 
to protect the recently planted Scottish 
colonists in Ireland. It was a fatefal 
beginning. The regiment had its 
hirth in a troublesome job, and has 
fattened in glory on troublesome jobs 
ever since. Its history is the history 
of Britain's wars, and it is a long 
history and a stirring history, for 
through all the almost 300 years that 
have since rolled by, it has been only 
now and then that tho Seots Quards 
have languished at home in peaceful 
ease. ‘heir colors have flapped in 
the bullet-torn breeze of every coun- 
try, from Hull to Halifax, in whieh 
Britain has had a war, and ag Kipling 
intimates, that's a long way if you go 
in the right direction. If they weren't 
with Wolfe at Quebee, it was because 
they were otherwheres engaged in 
nailing down the blessings of British 
civilization with claymore, bullet and 
bayonet, and altogether the \ Scots 

Juards has taken a giant part in Brit- 
ain's big and age-long task of making 
the world safe for democracy, 

In the days before Charles and bis 


Ae. 


jovial court, the hard fighting Scots 
were not popular in Kngland. Their 
stout blows were usually directed too 
near home, and if they were to employ 
thoir talents to the full advantage it 
was necessary to go farther abroad. 
Thus, wo find a company of Scottish 
Guards upholding the national repu- 
tation at the court of the French King, 
Lous XI. When a Scottish King 
camo to England, the Seots Guards 
followed, and most of them later 
found their way into Argyle's force, 
since when the regiment under onb 
namo or another has retained its en- 
tity, and had added to its standard 
the names of most of an historia 
battles of the British army ds well as 
a cloud of others Jess well remom- 
bered. What the Scots Guards did 
in tho Great War would take columns 
to toll. The list of their battles is too 
long to be quoted here. ‘They were 
an important part of the ever-glorious 
contemptibles, From 1914 to the end 
they saw it all, Again and again the 
Seots Guards eamo back from the 
front a tattered remnant of what was 
once a regiment, and just as often it 
went back again, stepping blithely 
into the maelstrom of death and de- 
struction to do or die according to the 
Scots Guard's standard.¢ The regi- 
ment's decorations won during the 


war included 5 Victoria Crosses, 26 
Distinguished Servico Orders and 561 
other rewards for gallantry. 

It is the Scots Guards Band that 
Canadians are most particularly in- 


torested in at this time. They will 
tour Canada during the prosont sum- 
mer, under the auspices of Canada’s 
Groat War Vetorans, and Canadians 


will have an en of hearing - 


one of the world's finest bands in 
concert. This band is itself century 
old, and critics say it has never before 
achieved the high level of musical 
reputation that it now has, under the 
leadership of Lieut. I. W. Wood, who 
has won an outstanding position 
among the world’s great interpre- 
tative conductors.

About 
fifty years ago Captain Howard, 
then harvcr master. originated the 
idea of presenting a tall silk hat 
to the first Captain to arrive w'th 
a trans-Atlantic ship of any kind, 
freight or passenger, or both pas- 
scnger and’ freight. For about 
‘thirty-five years the custom con- 
tinued—the first ‘captain to arrive 
every. snring got! his: tall. silk hat. 
About fifteen years’ ago silk hats 
lost "some of their popularity - 93 
fashions changed. At that time Mr. 
M. P. Fennell, junior, now General 
Manager of Montreal Harbor, con- 
ceived the plan of presenting the. 
captain of the first trans-Atlantis 
vessel with a gold-headed cane, and 
discontinuing the old silk hat. The 
cane custom continues in vorue. The 
presentation of the gold-headed cane 
is an interesting event in Montreal 
shipping circles. Last year the pre- 
sentation was made by the president, 
of the Montreal Harbor Commis- 
sioners on board the ship of the 
winning captain in the open air, 
where the moving picture men could 
record the incident. 


St. John, N.B.—A scheme that is 
intended to prevent mistakes and 
fucilitate the forwarding of unac- 
companied women and girls from 
their Canadian port of debarkation 
to their Canadian destinations has 
been arranged by the department of 
ii..migration and colonization, and 
will henceforth be adopted for all 
such passengers arriving on Can- 
adian Pacific ships at Montreal, 
Quebee or St. John. In order to 
prevent confusion when all pas- 
sengers are hastening to leave the 
ship, and to prevent inconvenience 
to women and girls, it has been 
arranged that the matron aboard the 
ship shall supply each unaccom- 
panied woman with a small ribbon 
for use as a special means of identi- 
fication.

A red rib- 
bon will identify those proceeding 
west of Ontario and a blue one those 
destined for that province. Passen- 
gers proceeding to any other points 
will wear white ribbons, When

a. yellow ribbon in addition to the: 
red one will designate a party for, 
Saskatchewan; sky blue {n addition 
to red for Manitoba, and brown in 
addition to red for Alberta, In ad- 
dition to a staff of stewardesses on 
all Canadian Pacific ships there ts, 
also 4 matron whose special duty $8 
to attend to the welfaro of women 
and children travelling alone,
